Pobsoit and Capture op a Kidnapping Schooner 
five Refugee Slaves Recovered—Intense Exoite- 
'" (;Ti __Onr city was yesterday evening the theatre of the 
moot intensely exciting event that has ever transpired 
within ft 3 limits from the earliest t0 the latest period of 
I history. The furore was produced by the return of 
the schooner “ Keziah,” Capt. Wm. B. Baylis, of Brandy¬ 
wine Delaware, with five refugee slaves on board, UDder 
(he convoy of the steam-tug •“ W. W. Townes,” which 
had been despatched from City Point in pursuit at 12 m., 
with officer Daniel Butts, who was clothed with all the 
necessary power to carry out the requirements of the case. 

We will endeavor to give the circnmstances attending 
the affair as minutely and briefly as possible. On Sun¬ 
day morning it was discovered by Col. T. W. Epes, pro¬ 
prietor of Powell’s Hotel, that two of his slaves, Sarah 
and Gilbert, had decamped. At the same time it was

As we passed a root-ax, “ That is the Vemicliter des 
Urwalds,” said he, “the destroyer of the primeval 
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officers of police were on the alert for any essay towards 
ransacking the jail, as we learn was suggested the night 
before, which might now have been made. But in this 
direction there was no cause of alarm. As soon as it was 
understood that the examination was deferred, nearly the 
entire crowd dispersed, the others hanging on out of mere 
listless curiosity, without the slightest show or any par¬ 
ticular desire of being gratified. 

The captain of the schooner, Baylis, is a low, but not 
thickly set man, quite muscular, about forty-five years 
of age, and possesses a rather frank, sailor-like appearance 
than otherwise. Sea-faring life has bronzed his com¬ 
plexion and hardened his features to some degree. Joseph 
Simpkins, his mate, is not more than thirty-five, thickly 
built, strong, and hearty-looking. He is a moulder by 
trade, and has only been engaged a short time as a sailor. 
He protests his innocence of having anything at all to-do 
with the kidnapping business, and avers that he was 
altogether ignorant of the transaction up to the time the 
schooner was boarded by the Townes. Both men belong 
to Wilmington, Delaware. 

The Keziah was visited during the day by a large 
number of persons, who, of course, satisfied every curiosity. 
The vessel holds about thirty-five tons. A trap door is 
fixed in the floor of the cabin, admitting to a confined 
space underneath, in which the girl Sarah was found, and 
where she remained, half suffocated with the closeness of 
the air, for two days and nights. Arrangements for 
secreting slaves were also discovered in the hold, being 
effected in the peculiar disposition and division of the parts 
in which tin cargp jra stowed. 


found that John Bull, slave of Andrew Kevan, Esq., was 
also missing; and, later, that Joseph Mayo, slave of O. 
p. Hare, Esq., and William, belonging to Oliver Hamil¬ 
ton, Esq., were likewise away from duty at their respec¬ 
tive’ homes, and not to be accounted for. The police 
were early informed of the matter, and on the morning of 
Sunday investigations were immediately but cautiously 
proceeded with. John Bull had been seen loitering about 
tie city wharf on Saturday evening, about 8 o’clock, a 
short time-after which the “ Keziah ” weighed anchor and 
dropped down below the planing mill. Her destination 
was Newport, Del., with twelve hundred bushels of wheat 
from Messrs. Thos. Branch & Sons, of this city. The 
« Keziah ” had a bad reputation, its former captain, bro¬ 
ther to the present, having been suspected of tampering 
with slaves, at this port, two years since, and ordered 
never to appear at our wharves again. The suspicion 
thus excited was made the groundwork for operations. 

On Sunday the motions of the craft were studiously 
watched, but everything appeared quite unindicative of 
gnilt, and she was permitted to pass down the river with¬ 
out interference. 

Yesterday morning, however, officer Peterson was 
despatched to Norfolk, on the steamer “ Curtis Peck,” 
with instructions to be on the qui vive. At a late hour 
in the day, Andrew Kevan, Esq., owner of the boy John 
Bull, made affidavit before the Mayor that he believed 
his boy to have been carried off in the schooner “ Keziah,” 
and succeeded thereupon in obtaining a search warrant, 
and the services of Oapt. Butts. Messrs. John KevaD, 

Henry Pannill, and Col. Thomas W. Epes, also accom¬ 
panied Capt. Butts, of the police. 

At 12 o’clock the parties left for City Point, by the 
Southside Railroad, having previously chartered the 
“ W. W. Townes,” which was then lying at that place. 

A despatch had also been sent to Norfolk, a steamer 
chartered and sent up the river to detain the schooner in 
case it should be met before being overtaken by the 
“ Townes.” At City Point the company was joined by 
Mr. J. S. Calwell, of this city, and Capt. Cook, of the 
Point. 

The steamer being in readiness, the pursuit was com¬ 
menced, and after little more than one hour’s running, the 
suspected vessel appeared in sight, and making way under 
full sail at her best speed. The steamer overhauled her 
in Minge’s Reach, about twenty-six miles below the Point, 
when officer Butts and the party immediately went aboard, 
and, after considerable difficulty, succeeded first in finding 
the woman stowed away in the qiidst of a lot cif bacon, 
under the cabin floor, and dressed in male attire. The 
fonr men were afterwards found in the hold, secreted in 
the wheat, the captain and mate still persisting, upon 
each one being discovered, that there were none others 
on board, the negroes following the same rule with regard 
to their companions, all being found ODe by one. 

The captain and mate comprised the whole crew, and 
vehemently denied, upon being boarded, that there were 
any slaves or any persons but themselves in the vessel. 

The schooner was forthwith taken in tow, the captain 
and second mate, J. Simpkins, secured, together with the 
refugees, and all placed on board the steamer. 

Arriving at City Point, a despatch reached the city 
conveying the gratifying intelligence of the seizure of the 
schooner, and stating that the steamer, schooner, crew 
and refugees would arrive at 6 p. m. 

As soon as this became known, which was not until 
five in the afternoon, crowds began to flock upon the 
wharves, and by'six the entire locality was dense with 
an indignant and excited people. The Mayor, the Sheriff 
and several police officers appeared on the ground to pre¬ 
vent any act of violence that might be attempted ; not¬ 
withstanding which, suggestions of tar and feathers, hang- 
1D Si ducking, lashing, burning, and every conceivable 
method of retributive Judge Lynch were rife amidst the 
wowd. Law-abiding citizens expostulated, police officers 
frowned down all such hints, and others looked upon them 
as highly unworthy of men of sense and reason. In this 
manner the ferocity of the crowd was somewhat cooled 
down for the time. 

At seven o’clock the “ Townes,” with the schooner in 
her wake, appeared coming around the bend at Bates’s 
Spring. The crowd was now greatly increased, and the 
excitement more heated than ever. As they approached 
he wharf, the people crowded forward to the utmost ex- 
wetnity, m an y boldly daring the danger of tumbling into 
a t' V i er ’ to get a view of the creet-fallen kidnappers. 

At length the ropes were thrown out, the vessels were 
made fast, and the two prisoners marched out under a 
wng escort of police and law-loviDg citizens.

LETTER FROM BOSTON. 

Correspondence of The Christian Intelligencer. 

Boston, May 29,1858. 

“ The Dutch have taken Holland.” Pray excuse me ;: 
write to a Dutch paper, I will accept your version, “ tl 
Yankees have Bwallowed Boston.” We have had in Bos¬ 
ton a rehash of the abolition talk of the New York Society 
at the meeting of our Tract Society. The coming and going 
out of this body was like the rod of Aaron, it consumed all 
the other meetings. The great defeated in New York made 
“ g reat fltDe about the packing of the New York people 
t New York ; but no pains and no money were spared 
to bring men on from all parts of the country to vote k 
the Boston Society. Rev. Dr. Bacon, who seems to have 
lost his temper lately, made a most violent attack on the 
press, which notified the community that at a late day, 
after the meeting in New York, money had been sent on 
from New Haven to make him a member of the Boston 
Society in season to vote; and after he had sufficiently 
abused the press for making the statement, he admitted 
■* to be true. 

The persistency of these men in their misrepresentation 
of the action of the National Tract Society was one of 
the most remarkable features of the discussion here. It 
was said, over and over again, that the Society had 
refused to print anything on the duties growing out of the 
relation of the master and slave, while the fact was that 
nothing was decided at all, except to approve of the action 
of the Tract Committee. It was persistently repeated 
that Dr. Tyng’s resolution was voted down, while all know 
it was laid on the table, and can be called up when the 
mover pleases to call it. Rev. Mr. Patton, of “ the West,” 
made a violent speech about the New York Society and 
the West. He undertook to tell what the “ Congrega- 
tionalists ” wanted out West. A geDtieman of Boston 
reminded the speaker that the Boston Tract Society was 
not yet a Congregational Society—a fact that Mr. Pat¬ 
ton bad overlooked. 

In the main design of the Boston meeting the agitators 

were signally defeated. The Boston Society v-* 

prepared for secession. But the lasso was ready, 
secession, no contributions.” Suppose the New York 
agents are kept from the Boston pulpits, this fact cannot 
prevent the laymen from paying their money as they 
please to pay it. Many of the New England congrega¬ 
tions already see the drift of things. Rev. Mr. Richards, 
of the Central Church—the leading Church in Boston— 
stated to the Tract Society that to follow the lead of the 
men who counselled secession would tend to a dismember¬ 
ment of the Society; and when separated from the parent 
Society, they would soon be split into fragments. The 
most wealthy, the most liberal, and the most devoted 
friends of the tract cause are the Conservatives. I do 
not doubt that the coutributions this year in Boston to 
the National Society will exceed those of any previous 

year. •

The committee recommend that a special committee of 1 
ten be appointed to ascertain what free negroes are now 
residing in this city, contrary to law and said committee 
be instructed to request the proper authorities to enforce 
the law immediately—passed.

J. A. Saunders, J. R. Ludlow, J. R. Langley, W. W. 
Hall, G. R. Drummond, James Wilkinson, James L. 
Belote, Wilson S. Pepper, E. P. Tabb, Jno. Freeman. 

A secret Vigilance Committee of one hundred is to be 
appointed—25 from each ward. 

Mr. B. KaytOD, who was called, took the stand and 
vindicated himself in regard to the charge of beiDg 
engaged in running off slaves, &c. His manner was very 
earnest and his language harsh and emphatic. He 
declared that he was true to the South, and that he was 
ready to assist in hanging the slave-stealers. 

After some further suggestions and motions, the meet¬ 
ing adjourned to meet on or before the first of July.

Mr. Scott, of Isle of Wight, called on the Mayor last 
night and informed him that he had lost a valuable negro, 
and had reason to suppose he was secreted on board of a 
vessel then going or about going to the port of New York. 
The Mayor, in company with Inspector Parker, Deputy 
Inspector Pace and others, procured a steamer at eleven 
o’clock, p. m., and proceeded at once to overhaul the sus¬ 
pected vessel. 

They found her at Chuckatuck, where she had been 
detained by a head wind, and was then in the act of get¬ 
ting under way. The officers promptly took her in charge 
and brought her into this port, where they arrived about 
twelve o’clock noon. The vessel proved to be the Francis 
French, commanded by Thos. S. Loveland, and bad the 
' isconding negro on board. 

The captain, crew and the absconding negro (named 
Anthony) were brought into the Mayor’s Court. His 
Honor, after takiDg the names of all connected with the 
vessel, promptly committed them until to-morrow morning 
at ten a. m., when the whole matter will undergo an inves¬ 
tigation.

He knew, too, that the raising of vines 
wm a pursuit which could never flourish under slavery, 
and which was directly opposed to the whole method and 
system of the slaveholders. If it could draw free Ger¬ 
man labor into Missouri in mass, it would do more to 
il slave labor from the State than any other influence, 
tis statistics of that pursuit were much the same as 
those I have already given of the Hermann vineyards. 
An average yield, after the third year, be put as high 
even as 500 gallons—or about $400—per acre. Two 
hundred dollars he considered capital enough for the new 
emigrant, allowing $100 for the expense of his-wine cel¬ 
lar. He had found the climate on the whole more favor¬ 
able than in Germany, for the grape. Great care was 
needed in the sorts of vines; he had experimented with 
vines from California, from Spain, Italy, Hungary, and 
even from Palestine, and bad at last settled on certain 
native sorts—the North Yirginia Seedling, the Isabella 
and Catawba being the best.

A story is told—for whose truth I cannot vouch—of a 
rather eccentric old Southerner, who requested the com¬ 
mittee to send to his house aDy who might be Abolition¬ 
ists. A few of that sort were accordingly sent, to whom 
their host remarked, with a comic gravity, “ Gentlemen, 
my wife is, unfortunately, away from home, and, as T 
rather deaf, here are my servants; command them 
please, and flog them if any should refuse to obey.” 
Whether any of the enemies of the “ peculiar institution ” 
have availed themselves of the opportunity I have not 
yet heard. The old man certainly meant to put his guests 
' their ease. 

Bad as we of the North believe slavery to be, I have 
yet to see the first sign of the squalid wretchedness, 
poverty and degradation among the blacks here which 
we daily see among the blacks and the foreigners of the 
North. 

I have been in several of the churches built for the 
slaves, and 1 have seen crowds of them worshipping wbb 
their masters iAthe same yeat congregation, They 
womw-ny faermg .tieTr reelings id the 

very midst of the services, sometimes by a simple “ Yes, 
yes,” sometimes by a long low wail, or a sweet, plaintive, 
musical sound that goes all over the congregation, and 
often by a shriek from some female voice, followed with 
a spasmodic uplifting of the hands and then a slight 
swoon, which draws together a crowd of sympathizing 
negroes, who attend to the subject until she is restored to 
consciousness. All the while the services go on as if no¬ 
thing was the matter, the preacher evidently satisfied 
with this evidence of his power over his audience. 

With all the stringent laws deemed necessary to keep 
the slave in check, there is a humane sentiment manifest 
which indicates good for the race. I heard, the other 
day, an argument in favor of a colored woman who 
claimed her liberty in consequence of some arrangement 
made previous to the recent law prohibiting emancipa¬ 
tion ; the argument was earnest, manly and bold, I 
thought—carried with it the sympathies of the audience. 
I am sure I wished in my heart, as I looked at the fea¬ 
tures of the claimant, that her suit might be successful. 
The more I look at and hear of the subject, the more im¬ 
portant and solemn does the great problem of American 
slavery appear—the more complicated are the questions 
and interests involved—the less do I believe that rampant 
and fanatic abolitionism will ever solve them, and the 
more confidence do I have in the power of God’s truth, 
and the unaided workings of His providence in bringing 
order out of confusion and light out of darkness. I am 
sure that the Gospel is fitted to meet this as every other 
evil—to mitigate and soften its asperities—gradually to 
change its features, and eventually to put it out of the 
way, as it has done other anomalies in the Christian 
world. Perhaps we may live to see these results. Surely 
they will come, for the finger of prophecy and the oracle 
of God point to a time when, under the mighty power of 
the Word of Life, the world shall become peaceful and 
holy, and then all shall be freemen in Him who came to 
publish liberty to the captive and the opening of the 
prison door to them that are bound.

Whereas the rule in the General Rules of the Metho¬ 
dist Episcopal Church, South, forbidding “ the buying 
and selling of men, women and children, with an intention 
to enslave them,” is ambiguous in its phraseology, and 
liable to be construed as antagonistic to the institution 
of slavery, in regard to which the Chnrch has no right to 
meddle, except in enforcing the duties of masters aud 
servants, as set forth in the Holy Scriptures; and whereas' 
a stroi.g desire for the expunction of said rule has been 
expressed in nearly all parts of our ecclesiastical connec¬ 
tion; therefor#, 

Resolved, by the delegates of the Annual Conferences 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South, in General 
Conference assembled, That thorule forbidding “ the buy¬ 
ing apd selling of men, women, and children with an 
intention to enslave them,” be expunged from the Gene¬ 
ral Rules of the Methodist Episcopal Church South. 

Resolved, That iu adopting the foregoing resolution, 
this Conference expresses no opinion in regard to the 
African slave trade, to which the rule in question has 
been “ understood ” to refer. 

Lest the adoption of these resolutions might be under¬ 
stood as favoring a renewal of the slave trade, Bishop 
Pierce explained the matter thus : 

“ The whole philosophy of the proceeding seems to be 
founded on the fact that it is not the province of the 
Church to decide any question with reference to African 
slavery. The South Church maintains that slavery is 
not a subject of ecclesiastical legislation. The single 
object was that while we disclaimed the right of legisla¬ 
tion upoD that subject, we wished to make the Discipline 
conform to that profession. The Conference, by its action 
this moruing, has not parted with its authority, or the 
authority of the Church, over its members in any respect. 
Every member of the Church claims to be a loyal citizen. 
We declare here, that African slavery is a purely civil 
institution, and there is no reason for alarm about losing 
Church control. If we turn to the 23d Article of Reli¬ 
gion, we shall find there that the Church retains its proper 
authority over its members, with reference to the subject. 
We, therefore, by this act, simply maintain our original 
position—that of having nothing to do with the subject 
of slavery more than any other civil matter over which 
the laws of the country are extended. I beg the brethren, 
therefore, to be easy. There is nothing here to warrant 
aDy construction looking towards a repeal of the laws of 
.t— United States in regard to the African slave trade. 


girls were ploughing, without apparently any overseer 
older hand being near them. Our road passed mostly 
through groves of cottonwood and sycamore trees of 
mense size. 

The cleared land here is valued usually at from $20 to 
$30 an acre. We reached at the edge of evening the 
village, a collection of log-houses, surrounding a white 
church, in a large clearing, with some hills which seemed 
vine-covered on the outskirts of the forest. I could not 
find the gentleman I was in search of, but at length 
chanced on a relative of his, who received me kindly. 
In visiting the different houses, it struck me the people 
did not live in as much comfort as those over the river. 
The whole was probably a newer settlement; still every 
family seemed to have its horses and cattle, and many 
possessed good vineyards. Here, again, I observed no 
signs of drunkenness, or of the vices which spring from 
strong drink. There seemed to be only a few Americans 
in the town. In passing one large desolate-looking brick 
house, with spacious fields about it, my companion (r 
German) said that it belonged to a wealthy squire, i 
iloltfer, and that it was once a beautiful property, 

fbo X:gg<,.-s me'using it up; iu a few years weGar- 
shall buy it out, and they will all have to go to 
Texas 1 ” My frieDd said he had known of one planter 
who had used up five plantations of tobacco in Virginia, 
'■ <1 now, after wasting another fine one here, had gone 
the South. I asked him whether the Germans and 
the slaveholders never fraternized, and whether his coun¬ 
trymen were never induced to hold slaves. “ No,” he 
said ; “ we hate these men, and we cannot bear to have 
slaves about us. They (the masters) are a proud, lazy set, 
and they pretend to despise us, though they have not often 
half our education. We do not want to meet them, and 
they very seldom trouble us, though they know we are 
Free-Soilers ; perhaps one reason is that we never inter¬ 
fere with the slaves, except by showing what free labor 

stated that the only Germans who had ever held 
in that neighborhood were some banished aristo¬ 
crats and noblemen, who had taken them for house-ser¬ 
vants, and these were despised by their countrymen. In 
house 1 was asked to the supper they were all eating 
ggs, corn-cakes and coffee—but German-made coffee, 
and a different sort of meal from the grease-soaked food 
one would usually partake of iu an American pioneer’s 
cabin. The man—our host—did not know 1 wa3 aD 
American, and in reply to a question from me in German 
about the village, he said, “ The Germans, especially the 
vine-growers, were succeeding very well there, but the 
Americans could not get on. Americans are too lazy, you 
know, and thriftless, and they cannot work for themselves; 
the Germans drive them all out.” As I was going, I 
mentioned that I was an American, upon which he seemed 
very much troubled, and b?gan to make various apolo¬ 
gies ; bat 1 told him I was glad to hear such expressions, 
as they showed what was the true effect of slavery, only 
he must remember that all Americans were not slave- 
tiders. 

in asking about their position toward the slaveholders, 

I found that formerly they had been cowed by them, but 
that now they would none of them fear to vote for an 
Emancipation candidate. They will only need organiza¬ 
tion to poll a strong vote for the Free Soil party in 1860. 
Of the slaves in the neighboring plantations they know 
tie. A story is current with them of a Yankee master 
the county who, a few years since, in a fit of drunken 
cruelty, called a slave before him, had him bound, and 
with buntiDg-knife proceeded deliberately to cut strips of I 
flesh from his back. Sometimes they have known of 
fearful floggings, and they evidently considered the negro 
girls as much a prey to their young masters in Missonri 
as in any other slave State. But in these matters they 
do not much interest themselves, and I fear have often 
imbibed as much dislike to the negro as to his master. 
One German Methodist, they related, had jnst been hauled 
up before his Church for keeping a slave. He put iD 
for defence that he was actuated by the purest missionary 
motives, and that be wished to convert the poor heathen’s 
soul. This ecclesiastical body, unlike our Northern 
Synods, did not apparently consider this the best species 
of Christian mission, and incontinently dismissed him. 

The church iu the village, and the school, were built 
by tie Germans. I found they bad all passed through the 
fevers of a Dew country, but, as the ground was bei 
more cultivated, these diseases gradually diminished 
ased entirely. 

LAKE CREEK. 

One gentleman living in this place I had been especially 
desirous of visiting. He is a German of thorough edu¬ 
cation, an author, a man of noble purposes and much 
scope of view, and he has been 21 years in this State. 
No one knows better the condition of the Germans in 
Missouri, the prospects of emancipation so far as their 
influence is concerned, and the chances of the vine-culture. 
He received me with much hospitality. His place is a 
little paradise iD the midst of the wilderness. The house 
—" log-house, filled in—is built, contrary to the Ameri- 
_custom, on a hillside, under some pleasant trees. Be¬ 
hind it the hill rises, covered with green vices and crowned 
with a peach orchard ; at the foot is a stream, and be¬ 
yond, wide grain-fields, up to the edge of the forest. On 
each side was a broken country of vine-clad hills and 
wooded valleys, till finally the deep forest covered every¬ 
thing. The lights of a glorious May day were playing 
over it; all was in freshest spring greeD.and it struck me 
as one of the most exquisite bits of landscape I had ever 
looked on. On seeing me examine the great trees left 
here and there on his meadows, Mr. M. said, “ You know 
we Germans Dever like to dear away the forest, as do 
your American pioneers ; we look forward to the time 
when these old trees will be the most valuable things 
here, and we never intend to leave our places, as your 
countrymen do.” I spoke of the hardships which he, a 
gentleman unused to such things, must have gone through 
to make such a place as that. He said they were cer¬ 
tainly great, but there was a feeling of triumph in having 
made such a conquest from Nature; and now he was

The wines made are less alcoholic than the Ohio 
Catawba, and resemble both Burgundy and the common 
Rhine wine. Of the space in the State for this culture 
he says, with Prof. Swallow, that “ there i3 
vine land in Missouri than in all France.” 

Without quoting further from the interesting informa¬ 
tion furnished me by this gentleman, it is sufficiently appa¬ 
rent, from all the statements and facts thus far presented, 
that Missouri, especially in the vine culture, offers immense 
inducements to German settlers. 

It is well known 
Free Soil element 
have the Emancipation candidates in St. Louis and Jef¬ 
ferson City, and other towns, been elected. They will 
come forth still stronger for a Republican candidate in 
the election of 1860. Many well-informed Free-Soilers 
in St. Louis are confident of sweeping the State in that 
year. Numbers speak of the State becoming free in five 
-- years. We regard most of these predictions and 
;ations as too sanguine. There are now probably 
more than 90,000 slaves within the State. The Legisla¬ 
ture could hardly be induced within any moderate space 
of time to take any such burden as the indemnity for the 
emancipation of such a multitude. No ; we believe the 
great hope for emancipation in Missouri lies, not in any 
future proceedings of it& Legislature, or even in the results 
of elections—though these will aid—but in the natural in¬ 
fluence of free labor on force labor. The one must under¬ 
bid and drive out the other. By the introduction of free 
emigrants the slaves become too expensive to keep, and 
other aDd better sources of profit are opened to the 
owner. Slavery receives its final blow, alas 1 not from 
philanthropy or religion, but from economy. It ceases to 
pay. Now this result can only be hastezed by pouring 
into this favored and beautiful State a stream of free labor. 
The Germans have already begun to penetrate within 
the country. Why may not their numbers be increased 
until a host of freemen, covering the vine-clad* hills, 
swarming in the busy towns, working the inexhaustible 
mines, and drawing rich harvests from the fertile inter¬ 
vals, make that magDificentState what God and its Dature 
intended it to be—the abode of happy, industrious, pros¬ 
perous freemen ? c. l. b. 

TRIBUTE TO THE MEMORY OF ELLIS 
GRAY LORING, ESQ., 

At the New England Anti-Slavery Convention, May 27, 1858* 

REMARKS OF WILLIAM LLOYD GARRISON. 

Mr. President : I rise, at this time, to discharge a 
sad, yet pleasurable, duty. 

Yesterday afternooD, in company with a large number 
of sympathizing friends, I attended the funeral obsequies 
jof bur departed friend and brother, Ellis Gray Lorino, 
in the Church of the Disciples iu this cu^’. Tbi services 
were highly appropriate and impressive. Af*er every¬ 
thing had been said, by Rev. James Freeman Clarke, 
that needed to be said, in merited praise of the deceased, 
whose remains were before us, ready to be conveyed to 
the sheltering tomb, an invitation was kindly emended by 
him to any in the audience who desired to say anything 
more to do so. There were many present whose hearts 
were overflowing with emotion, and who would have 
found no lack of words to give expression to their feel¬ 
ings ; but, after the additional tribute paid to the charac¬ 
ter of our departed brother by Hon. Josiah Quincy, Jr. 

tribute full of pathos and beauty, as well as eminently 
just—nothing more seemed called for; and so, for one, I 
was silent. Yet here, on the platform of the New Eng¬ 
land Anti-Slavery Convention, where onr friend, at the 
earliest period, was wont to take his stand, it seems not 
only desirable, but a duty, that we should say at least a 
few words, by way of giving him our parting tribute of 
respect, love and gratitude. 

In the first place, if it were in my power, by anything 
I could say, I would like to lighten the load of sorrow 
which must be resting npon the hearts of the beloved wife 
and only child who have been so suddenly bereft of the 
one nearest and dearest in all the world to them. I re¬ 
joice to hear, however, that they are sustained under this 
great bereavement by a Divine power, which makes their 
strength equal to their day; that, through the gloom 
which surrounds them, they catch glimpses of the heavenly 
light; and hence nothing is needed, on the part of any of 
us, to make them feel that God has done all thiDgs well. 
It may savor something of personal egotism if I refer 
my early acquaintance with Mr. Lorino ; but I do so 
i his account, not on my own. Twenty-seven years ago, 

I became acquainted with him—then standing, aB I did, 
solitary and friendless, in my advocacy of the cause of 
“ the suffering and the dumb ”—scarcely knowing where 
to find a friendly hand, or hearing, in any direction, a 
friendly voice. In that hour, my departed friend, till then 
*—i, came forward, and gave me his hand, 
his hand—gave me his warm and cordial 
support—bade me God-speed in the movement for the 
emancipation of those in bondage; and from that hour 
until the day of his death was a fast, firm, aDd attached 
friend. His position, at that time, was one full of temp¬ 
tation to induce him to ignore so unpopular and despised 
an enterprise. Like myself, he was a youDg man, but full 
of promise, looking to professional life for success and 
fame, and occupying a highly respectable position in 
society. Moreover, he was constitutionally fitted rather 
for retirement than for any public controversy ; a man of 
extreme modesty, always unnecessarily distrusting bis 
own powers as a public speaker, instinctively shrinking 
from conspieuity, and wishing to do what he could, in his 
own quiet way, without attracting to himself any special 
attention. He was made up of the finest elements oi l 
character—full of womanly tenderness, delicacy, and refine¬ 
ment of soul. Yet, under all these circumstances,*with so 
much at hazard, he dared, with rare moral heroism, to 
stand in his lot, when the boldest were afraid, and publicly 
to declare, “ I am for immediate and unconditional eman¬ 
cipation,’’and was ready to take tbe conseqnences of the 
declaration. 

It is impossible for me to tell you the value of a friend¬ 
ship like his at .hat time. Fifty new friends, now, would 
be as dust in the balance in comparison ; for now, our 
cause spreads over the whole North; we count its friends 
and advocates by tens of thousands; everywhere it is 
marching on, conquering and to conquer ; by and by, and 
“* *'" distant day, it will not only be easy, but popular, 
an Abolitionist; and then there will be no special 
virtue or moral heroism in such a profession. 

Mr. Loring was an early subscriber to The Liberator, 
and helped to insure its continuance—allowing his name, 
up to the last number, to appear, from week to week, as 
one of its Financial Committee—and thus never shrink¬ 
ing from public identification with it, though doubtless 
finding occasionally in its columns some tbings objection¬ 
able as a matter of taste or sound judgment. But its 
fidelity to the Anti-Slavery cause ever commanded fiis 
respect, and secured his warmest approbation. 
v He was one of the little band who assembled, 
evening of January 1st, 1831, in the vestryofthe 
colored Church in Belknap street, to consider tte exp^ 
diency of organizing a New Eogiand A^ti-Slavery 
Society It was a memorable occasion to those who were 
present." After a very full and free interchange of senti- 
ment, we found ourselves divided in opimon-alas! too 
few to be divided, for we were but a handful—yet our 
ie was divided against itself. Ihe Constitution that 
submitted for adoption contained the doctrine of im¬ 
mediate emancipation, as the one to be set forth and pro¬ 
claimed in the hearing of the nation. Among those who 
deemed it at least unwise to insert the word “ immediate 
before “ emancipation ” was our lamented friend ; not, 

I remember, that he objected to it on principle, but rather

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But, almost Immediately, bia good ““Si 

scientiousness, and sympathy for the slave, came to the 
rescue, and he saw that immediateism was the verv sheet- 
anchor of the cause, and that without it nothin^ could 
be done towards bringing this nation to repentance or 
emancipating those in bondage; and from that hour he 
became one of the most conspicuous and most valuable 
members of the Society. 

It is known to very many of you that, for a loDg series 
of years, Mr. Loring was an honored member of the Board 
of Managers of the Massachusetts Anti-Slavery Society. 

I shall do no injustice to any other member of the Board 
when I say that, in all cases of doubt and difficulty, when 
we wanted the soundest judgment and the most reliable 
counsel, we all of us turned instinctively to Mr. Loring, 
regarding him almost as an oracle, to determine the very 
best thing to be done. I never met a man in council who 
so impressed me with his qualifications for such a position. 

Our friend risked, it will be remembered, his profes¬ 
sional success in thus early espousing the Anti-Slavery 
cause; he risked his social standing, which was one of 
great importance to himself; but he was willing to risk 
everything—fortune, professional fame, success, reputa¬ 
tion, life itself. He was eminently conscientious, and that 
made him morally courageous and independent; aud 
wherever he felt that duty required him to stand, he had 
it in his nature to plant his feet, let the consequences be 
what they might. 

Mr. Loring set a noble example, as a lawyer, in oppo¬ 
sition to the proscriptive and hatefnl spirit of colorphobia. 
Which still prevails so extensively iu urn i u»„ 

he was the first lawyer who ever took a colored boy into 
his office, in order to train him up to the profession of the 
law. He did so, and with a resolute purpose, though 
there were many to laugh and sneer; and we have now, 
among the lawyers of Boston, that same colored boy, 
grown to full manhood, occupying a respectable position, 
and pursuing daily his professional avocation in the 
courts, in the person of Robert Morris, Esq. 

Mr. Loring also distinguished himself by his legal 
ability in the celebrated case of tbe slave girl, Med, which 
came up in the Supreme Court of this State many years 
ago, before Jndge Shaw, whereby we obtained the deci - 
sion that a slave, havmg been brought into Massachusetts 
by his or her pretended owner, thereby became free. 

At tbe time when an effort was made in the Legislature 
of this State, by an equivocal recommendation, on the 
part of Governor Everett, to secure the passage of a law 
“■ effect declaring that there should be no freedom of 
. eech or of the press on the subject of slavery iu this 
Commonwealth, Mr. Loring was one of the number who 
went before tbe Committee of the Legislature, to utter 
his solemn protest against any such action ; and by his 
efforts helped to secure to us the liberty we are enjoymg 
here to-day—the liberty of speech for ourselves and for 
those gbo may come after us. 

There are many who will feel his loss very deeply ; 
but, in such a case, I always think of the bereavement 
experienced by the millions in bondage. Of course, they 
did not know him personally—except in the case of fugi¬ 
tives coming to Boston, many of whom found in him a 
warm friend to succor and to aid ; bnt if they could know, 
as we do, where he stood, and what he did, and how his 
heart beat high with sympathy in their behalf, there 
would be four millions of wailing mourners around his 
bier to-day, bathing it with their tears. Surely, “ tbe 
memory of the just is blessed ” ; and if we have ever had 
a just man in Boston, it is the cherished friend who has 
been called from his labor to bis reward. 

Mr. President, we are all mortal—all steadily on the 
march to the spirit-world. Our days are numbered, and 
short at the longest. “ The line is forming od the other 
' ’ " How much work remains to be done 1 Let us 
3 left behind endeavor to be all the more zealous, 
active, determined, in prosecuting the noblest cause that 
can challenge human sympathy and effort, and thus be 
instrumental, under God, in putting an end to the most 
dreadful system of oppression the world has ever known. 

I stand here to bless the memory of Ellis Gray 
Loring —to acknowledge my deep indebtedness to him - 
for his early kindness, efficient cooperation, and lasting 
friendship. I stand here, also, to express my heartfelt 
sympathy for his beloved wife and almost idolized daugh¬ 
ter, whose sorrow I would share and alleviate. Let me 
say, in justice to Mrs. Loring, and as an act of grateful 
remembrance, that she was at least as early in the field in 
behalf of the oppressed as herlamentej husband. In this 
’cause, from the start, the twain were one—with but ooe 
heart, one pulsation, ever seeing eye to eye, aDd working 
steadily together. 

Let no one infer, from the fact that, for a few years 
past, he has been comparatively out of sight that Mr. 
LoriDg had lost his interest in the Anti-Slavery cause— 
for that he never lost. Bat, after the cbeeriDg extension 
of the cause, and its friends had become multitudinous, be 
followed his natural bent, which was always for retire¬ 
ment, and not for publicity. Enough that wheD there were 
few to plead for those in bondage—in spite of his taste 
and temperament, his social position and professional 
respectability—in the darkest and stormiest period of our 
terrible struggle, he was ready for public exposure and 
popular contumely—for self-denying labor and heroic 
enterprise—gracefully withdrawing himself from observa¬ 
tion only as others advanced, yet keeping the flame of his 
philanthrophy as pure and bright as in the beginning. 

Mr. President, I leave it to others, who will be better 
able to do justice to his memory, to speak further ; but I 
could do no less than to pay this poor, unpremeditated, 
but heartfelt, tribute. 

REMARKS OF WENDELL PHILLIPS. 

Mai Chairman : Mr. Garrison has spoken so truly and 
so fully as to leave nothing to be added to his sketch of 
the character of our beloved friend ; still, I cannot let the 
resolution pass in silence. With my whole heart, I second 
every word Mr. Garrison has said. I only wish I bad 
the right to speak, as he does, from an early acquaintance 
and an early personal intimacy with Mr. Loring. I only 
wish that 1 had the prond satisfaction of having been 
present, aDd aiding in those hours to which he has referred. 

I never think of those early days, and of that little band 
of which Mr. Loring was one, without, as a Massachu¬ 
setts man, thanking them that, when you and I were 
dumb, heedless, indifferent or hostile, he, and a few other 

S men like him, rising above temptation, clear-sighted, 
is, saved the statute-book of Massachusetts from 
that law which Governor Everett, with his usual effort to 
ace both ways, half hinted the Legislature ought to put 
there, making it a penal offence to hold such meeting as 
this. 

I thaDk him for another thing. This cause taught 
him, as it does every man, something more than his duty 
to the slave; it taught him, as it teaches all of us, his 
duty to freedom everywhere ; and I remember that tbe 
first knowledge I had of him was when an obsolete sta¬ 
tute, dug up from oblivion by religious prejudice, wa3 
beating down freedom of speech in the person of Abner 
Kneeland—tyrauny always chooses a hated man when it 
aims a blow at a dear right—to meet that attack or ^ 


door (applause). 

I never think of these things without remembering the 
letter of Henry the Great, from the battle-field of victory : 
“We have conquered Crillon, et tu n'y etais pas “ and 
you were not there! ” You and I, young inends, were 
not then in this field. It was this half-score ot earnest, 
devoted, self-sacrificing, fearless souls that saved us free 
lips, our own freedom, awakened us to thought, built us 
this free platform, and welcomed us to it And although 
Mr. Garrison has referred to the latter years of Mr. 
Lorino-’s life when, the ranks full and tbe laborers many, 
be vieided to his peculiar taste, dislike of controversy, 
love 7 of private life, and withdrew from the more conspi¬ 
cuous service of the cause, still, even then, it was under 
his roof that Ellen craft found refuge when the United 
States officers, hounds of an infamous slave hunt, sought 
to lay bands on her as a fugitive (applause).

SIBERIA AND CHINESE TAT ARY* 


The usual idea attaching to Siberia is that of a place 
of frightful exile in one of the most inhospitable parts 
of the globe. Now there is no doubt of the winter being 
intensely severe, and of the great length of time requi¬ 
site for communication with Europe; but, in summer, a 
great deal of it is a land flowing with milk and honey, 
full of vast mineral and vegetable wealth, and abounding 
in the most romantic and beautiful scenery. In the penal 
settlements there is a severe discipline for the convicts, 
but the mass of the population of Siberia is the most 
comfortable and best provided for in the Bnssian Empire, 
and this region now contains several towns that have the 
comforts and luxuries of European civilization. 

But the region to the south east of Siberia, and on the 
north-western frontiers of China, was, until the travels of 
Mr. Atkinson, a terra incognita to the European geogra¬ 
pher, and even the volume already published by him 
comprises only a portion of his vast seven years’ explo¬ 
ration of regions concerning which our geographical data 
are surmise and hearsay of inaccurate Tatars and Chinese. 
We learn from this interesting traveller that it was only 
by being well armed that he overcame opposition, that 
he daily practised the rifle, and, on one occasion, had 
to hold his muzzle for ten minutes to a chief’s breast be¬ 
fore be could proceed. An examination of the sketches 
in his portfolios procured us one of the pleasantest days 
we have passed for a long time, and we feel persuaded 
that what is to follow will prove fully as important and 
curious as what has already appeared. 

In the meantime, the volume actually published takes 
us from the Ural to Lake Baikal on the east; and on the 
south, through the Kirgbiaian Steppe and the Gobi or 
Great Desert to the Chinese town of Chin Si, at the 
foot of the Syan Shan Mountains, which never had been 
seen by any European. Looking anxiously forward to 
the account of the further prosecution of his journey, we 
will, in the meantime, give some account of the ground 
already traversed. 

Mr. Atkinson says in his preface: “ I have several 
times looked upon what appeared iaoe.tat.io d<,»tt, ana 
hate had a fair allowance of hairbreadth escapes, when 
riding and sketching on the brinks of precipices with a 
perpendicular depth of 1,500 feet below me. With these 
accompaniments, I traversed much of the hitherto unex¬ 
plored regions of Central Asia, and produced 560 
sketches of the scenery, executed with the moist colors 
made by Winsor and Newton—invaluable to an artist 
employed under such circumstances. I have used them 
on the sandy plaiiis of Central Asia, in a temperature of 
50 degrees Reaumur (144 degrees Fahrenheit), and in 
Siberia have had them frozen as solid as a mass of iron, 
when the temperature was 43 degrees Beaumur of frost, 
11 degrees below the point where the mercury became 
solid, and when I could make it into balls in my bullet- 
moulds. Some of my largest works have been painted 
with colors that have stood these severe tests ; and for 
depth and purity of tone have not been surpassed^ by 
those 1 have had fresh from the manufactory. With 
cake-colors, all my efforts would have been useless.” 

Before we begin with a condensation and analysis of 
selected portions of the work of Mr. Atkinson, it may 
not be amiss to call attention to the more prominent fea¬ 
tures of the physical geography of the Russian empire. 
West of the Ural, we find Russia in Europe to consist 
of the vast region lying between the Black, the Baltic, 
and the Caspian Seas, the greater part of it being level, 
and intersected by noble rivers, adjoining corn-producing 
alluvial regions, and populated, except in the Baltic pro¬ 
vinces, chiefly by native Muscovites ; but all to the east¬ 
ward of the Volga—that is to say, in the ancient khanats 
of Orenburg and Siberia—the substratum of the popu¬ 
lation is Turkish, or, according to the new ethnological 
term, Ugrian. The mountain-chain of the Ural separates 
Russia and Siberia, and the whole of the territory to the 
east differs essentially from Russia Proper. The rivers 
Ob, Yenisei and Lena drain the backbone of Asia, and 
are lost in the Frozen Ocean. The plains on the north, 
in the vicinity of the-sea, are inhospitable, and unfit for 
habitation; but all the mountain-regions are full of the 
most valuable minerals. The Ural abounds in iron and 
precious stones, and the Altai in gold and silver. 

Ekaterinburg, or the City of Catherine, is the capital 
of the.Ural; aud here are the vast meebaDical works and 
manufactories established by government for utilizing the 
minerals of the^ district. They are built upon an enor¬ 
mous scale, and fitted up with machinery from the best 
makers in England, under the superintendence of an Eng¬ 
lish mechanic. Precious stones are submitted to tbe art 
of the lapidary in another department. The jaspers are 
found in a great variety of colors—the mo3t beautiful 
deep green, dark purple, dark violet, gray and cream 
color : also a ribbon-jasper, with stripes of reddish brown 
and green, l ne poipiijiic*. a»o aian of most brilliant 
colors. Orlite of a deep pink color, with veins of yellow 
and black, is semi transparent when made into vases. 
Here, also, the beautiful malachite vases are cut and 
polished. Those who remember the Great Exhibition of 
1851 can have an idea of tbe beauty of this material 
and manufacture. Magnificent jasper-tables are inlaid 
with different colored stones, in imitation of birds, flowers 
and foliage. Several men are employed in these for six 
successive years ; bat the wages are exceedingly low : a 
man engaged in carving foliage on some of the jasper 
vases in a style not excelled in Europe, did not receive 
more’than 3s. 8d. per month, with thirty-six pounds of 
rye-flour per month, to make into bread. Meat he was 
never supposed to eat. A married man with a lamily 
receives two poods of black flour for his wife and one for 
each child, on which they look well. Mr. Atkinson saw 
another man cutting a head of Ajax, after the antique, 
in jasper of two colors—the ground dark green, and the 
head yellowish cream-color, in very high rebel, and in¬ 
tended for a brooch. The traveller, being an admirable 
artist, was a judge of such works. He pronounces it to 
have been a splendid production of art, such as would 
have raised the man to a high position in aDy country in 
Europe except Russia ; and yet his pay was 3s. 8d. per 
month, with bread. 

The great wealth of the Demidoff family comes chiefly 
from the Ural; their estate there is as lar^e as York¬ 
shire, and full of iron of good quality. Ofcourse, the 
population is scanty, and this accounts for the wealth of 
the Demidoffs not being fabulous. Foreigners talk much 
of the contrasts of wealth and poverty in England • bat 
the 3s. 8d. per month to the admirable artist-lapidary and 
the Demidoff estate as large as Yorkshire, is a contrast 
still more striking than any we have in England.
